PERPETUAL WORLD HOLIDAY 
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ONLY THE FIGHTING 
IS OVER 

The only thing that ended with the 
armistice was the actual fighting. 
This means that to all intents and 
purposes we must still regard our¬ 
selves on a War footing. 

The cessation of hostilities does not 
mean that we shall have more food to 
eat, more clothes to wear, more mon¬ 
ey to spend and more time to waste. 
In fact, if we look at the present state 
of things from a logical standpoint 
we shall find that we have just as 
much or more to do with our food, 
money and time than we had when the 
war was on. Now that the bars of 
war are withdrawn millions more peo¬ 
ple are dependent on our food supplies 
our soldiers who will be returning 
shortly will require every considera¬ 
tion, and we shall have to devote all 
our time helping to. solve the hund¬ 
reds of after-the-war problems which 
are even now beginning to show them¬ 
selves. Let none of us, therefore, con 
elude that we can sit back and take 
things easily; the country is calling 
for men to tackle big jobs, and we 
must all devote ourselves to making 
this country a better place to live in. 
Nationally, internationally, politi¬ 
cally and economically we are all re¬ 
quired to add to the country’s energy. 


SHOULD WE HAVE £ WAR 
MEMORIAL? 


With the close of the war the idea 
of a memorial to the boys of this dis¬ 
trict who joined the ranks suggests it¬ 
self as appropriate. 

In the number of men for the army 
this district has done well. Even be¬ 
fore the advent of the conscription 
measure many of our boys had taken 
up arms In the great cause, some of 
them, alas, to lay them aside only to 
enter into the Great Beyond. What 
we owe to these boys who fought our 
war and defended our homes we can 
never know. They as part of the 
great army of Allied freemen safe¬ 
guarded the liberties and benefits of 
democracy against the encroaching 
menace of militarism and autocratic 
world dominion. Our debt to them Is 
beyond computation, and we must 
make it our duty to see that they get 
a square deal. But apart from that 
it ought to be' our pride to show our 
interest and appreciation, as a com¬ 
munity, of what the boys from this 
community have done for us, and the 


question of some distinctive memorial 
raised by public subscription ought to 
be seriousy considered. We trust that 
the matter will find sympathetic and 
energetic support. 


CAN THE KAISER BE r ^ 

EXTRADICTED? 

It is not many weeks ago that every 
body was demanding that when the 
war ended the Kaiser should be made 
prisoner by the Allies .and brought to 
justice to answer for the crimes of the 
German campaign. By the general 
tone of opinion one would have con¬ 
cluded that he could not possibly es¬ 
cape this last bar of humiliation. 

The war is now over and the ex- 
Kaiser has made good his estape to 
Holland. But that is not all of it. 
Learned legal opinion seems doubtful 
whether it will be possible to demand 
Wilhelm’s extradition on account of 
technicality. 

International law, like any o^her 
law save that of nature, may be so 
twisted and complicated that in the 
end it becomes totally unlike its 
former self. The comparative simpli¬ 
city of its initial rendition is over¬ 
whelmed by a mass of argument, p 
and con, leaving it past recognition, 
and, in nine cases in ten, the final Is¬ 
sue is decided on a point never hinted 
at in the initial stages. 

Is it to be so with the extradition of 
the Kaiser? If so, justice steps as¬ 
ide in favour of the gymnasts of leg¬ 
al wit Any other man committing a 
murder would have to answer for it, 
technicalities aside. Probably he 
would be poor; that would simplify 
the execution of justice. But rich 
and powerful as the Kaiser has been, 
there ought to be no bar in these to 
justice. No technicalities - of inter¬ 
national law troubled his mind in Si- 
bia or Belgium, or in regard to the 
'‘Lusitania;” no technicality inter¬ 
ceded on behalf of Nurse Carvell or 
Captain Fryatt; the law was flagrant¬ 
ly flouted when hospital ships with 
their freight of wounded and dying 
soldiers and nurses were torpedoed. 
Why, then, the staggering discovery 
of a technicality now, when it is time 
to bring the author of these crimes to 
justice? Technicalities should have 
no more weight with us in 1918 than 
they had with the Kaiser in 1914; the 
man is an unique and advanced type 
of criminal, and should be treated as 
such. 

The surrender of the German fleet 
to the Allies and the United States 
marks the complete avowal by Ger¬ 
many of her defeat. It Is no- incon¬ 
siderable compliment to the Allied, 
sea power that these enemy ships 
should be given up without a decisive 
fight. The humilitation of Germany 
as a sea power is complete. Having 
created an army which they thought 
would conquer the world they set 
about to build a fleet which would 
conquer the seas. In both spheres 
they failed, a striking commentary on 
the initiative and energy of their op¬ 
ponents. 

The first American troops to start 
for the States as a result of the Ar¬ 
mistice will begin within a week when 
18,000 stationed in England will de- 
■pqrt for home. 


NOT MUCH FEAR OF 
DEPRESSION 

Casting one’s mind back to 1914 it 
is not difficult to Recall the men who 
prophesied depression during the days 
of the war. With some people undue 
contemplation of this almost drove 
them panic stricken. And yet the only 
answer that is necessary is the way 
in which trade and agriculture boom¬ 
ed during the war. But as if that was 
not enough we had those who, even 
when the war was at its height, drew 
a doleful picture of how depressed 
things would be when the war was 
over. 

Well, the war is over, and it isjjery 
likely that the prophets of after-the- 
war depression will be as mistaken as 
their predecessors were. A moment's 
thought will suffice to show wherein 
the prophecy is weak. With the gen¬ 
eral almost acute, shortage of food 
and supplies, all over the world, the 
situation offers a chance to .Canada 
which will lead to a general trade and 
agricultural prosperity probably as 
gnat as that during the war. The op¬ 
portunity, of course, must be made 
good, but with the great demand which 
will come from all parts of the world 
Canada can, if she will, cement her 
International relatiqpsbips by a great¬ 
er trade than ever. J

GERMANY’S DEBT 

„ The magnitude of Germany's debt 
to the Allies in consequence of the war 
is staggering and almost incomprehen 
sible, as already indicated by the 
claims being filed against her, and 
when the totals are computed the 
amount will have reached such pro¬ 
portions that one wonders how the 
amounts will be met. Her internal 
internal obligations of $43,000,000,000 
may have to be ignored in her endeav¬ 
ors to care for the Allies’ indemnity 
claims, and even then, we can forsee, 
about 200 years of extreme forebear- 
ance and economy and even suffering
